An explosion bigger tlfan the entire earth 
and more powerful Bun a million hydrogen 
I tombs doubled the norma) intensity of cos­ 
mic rays one night last week. 
It was the 
biggest increase ever recorded since the cos­ 
mic ray w as discovered. 
The earth, safely wrapped iii a protective 


blanket of air. suffered only intermittent in­ 
terference to communications such as radio, 
television atuj telegraph, and scientists me 
of the opinion that humans were not endan­ 
gered any more than usual by the remark­ 
able two-hour sunburst. 
Hut does cosmic libation- normal or oth­ 
erwise- 
affect the weather? 
No o n e is 
sure. 
It may be that cosmic rays affect 
magnetic fields of tile universe and produce 
an entertaining aurora hor en In in the sky— 
or change weather patterns on a vast acale. 
Hut until such time as science comes forth 
with a plausible, fend proof reason for the 
vagaries of weather, well have to content 
ourselves with sitting around and talking 
alawjt the weather without being able to do 
much almut it.
